Since
its enactment, smog has of-
ten occurred during periods
when no fae! ol has bheen
burned and, conversely,
many smog-free days have
occurred when large
dliuaty of fuel oil have
been burned.
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So understaadably emo-
tional is the smog problem,

tairelation between proper-
Iy controlied oi! burning
and smog, Rule 82 was ex-
tended a year ago banning
fuel oil the year around,
